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Racing industry 

attacks planners 


LEADERS of New¬ 
market’s racehorse 
industry have accused 
councillors of “pushing 
through” plans which 
have been described 
as a threat to the 
town’s unique status as 
racing’s headquarters. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has approved the 
core strategy of its local 
development framework for 
the period up to 2031 which 
includes building 1,400 new 
homes on green field sites 
around the town. 

Councillors voted by a 
majority at special meeting last 
Thursday to approve the 
strategy for submission to the 
Secretary of State by the end of 
this month. 

Racehorse owner Lord Derby 
has found himself on the 
opposite side to the majority of 
leaders of the racing industry 
because of his proposals to 
build 1,200 homes on his land 
at Hatchfield Farm, between 
the A14 and Fordham Road, 
Newmarket. 

Trainers, breeders and 
others involved in the racing 
industry have argued that the 
council’s strategy will turn the 
town into a dormitory for 
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Cambridge. Tattersalls, the 
racehorse auctioneers, have 
led opposition. 

Edmond Mahony, Tattersalls 
chairman, said: “I, alongside so 
many people who live or work 
in the town of Newmarket, am 
deeply saddened and 
disturbed by the recent actions 
of FHDC. In pushing through 
the LDF (Local Development 
Framework), FHDC has 
consistently disregarded the

concerns expressed by sectors 
of the community in 
Newmarket and specifically 
those of the racing and 
breeding industries. 

“The industries have 
commissioned independent 
reports, engaged in corres¬ 
pondence and attempted to 
engage in dialogue with FHDC 
and have been rebuffed or 
ignored at all stages of this 
depressing process. 

“For FHDC to pretend 
otherwise would be dis¬ 
ingenuous. Given the Con¬ 
servative party’s historical 
support for racing it is 
particularly concerning that 
the policies in the LDF have 
been voted through by a 
Conservative majority vote on 
FHDC. 

“Thankfully there was 
opposition to these proposals 
offered by the Independent 
and Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillors. 

“Like many others I am 
greatly concerned for the 
future of the town of New¬ 
market and the future of the 
racing and breeding industries 
within it. 

“Without exception, all of 
the bodies representing the 
component parts of the racing 
and breeding industries have 
made their concerns known, 
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Next step is to put 
detail to the strategy

but the same 
council that has 
allowed unsus¬ 
tainable develop¬ 
ment in Red Lodge 
- already high¬ 
lighted in the 
national press as a 
scandal - is now set 
on a course which 
could destroy a 
town regarded 
globally as a centre 
of excellence. 

“To have FHDC’s 
policy for the 
future imposed on 
us without full 
consideration of its 
impact is neither 
democratic nor 
acceptable, and we 
will continue the 
struggle to preserve 
Newmarket’s uni¬ 
que status at the 
formal ‘Exam¬ 
ination in Public’ 
which looks set to 
take place at the 
beginning of next 
year.” 

Cllr Robin Millar, 
who chairs the 
council’s LDF 
working group, 
said: “I believe it 
(the LDF) contains 
a set of proposals 
that are well rea¬ 
soned and evi¬ 
denced and bal¬ 
ance the need for 
growth with the 
desire to protect 
our livelihoods and 
homes. It is based 
on extensive con¬ 
sultation, feedback 
and due regard for 
planning con¬ 
siderations. The 
next step is to put 
the detail to the 
strategy, including 
our next key LDF 
document on site 
specific allocations. 

“I note the deep 
concerns that 
continue to be 
expressed about 
the impact of 
growth on the 
racing industry. So

let me be clear: my 
first interest is the 
preservation and 
promotion of the 
racing industry, not 
the defence of a 
document or 
slavish adherence 
to imposed policy 
and processes. 

“The council has 
been key to 
preserving the 
special nature of 
Newmarket 
through its plan¬ 
ning approach and 
this will continue. 

“Over the com¬ 
ing months, I will 
continue to meet 
with and listen to 
those who have an 
opinion on the 
future of the 
district. Cllr 
(Geoffrey) Jaggard, 
the leader of the 
council, and I, have 
already invited key 
organisations from 
the racing industry 
to meet at the 
earliest oppor¬ 
tunity in New¬ 
market to under¬ 
stand their con¬ 
cerns further. 

“This reflects a 
genuine desire to 
work co-oper¬ 
atively and collab- 
oratively to deliver 
together the best 
planned future 
development of the 
district and of the 
racing industry in 
Newmarket.”

Multi-million stud 
farm wins approval 


A NEW stud farm is 
set to be established 
in a multi-million 
pound scheme 
following council 
approval of the 
plans. 

Dermot O’Rourke, 
former director of the 
Irish National Stud, and 
his wife Perle are 
intending to establish the 
new stud to breed 
racehorses. 

The new stud, on nearly 
400 acres of land at 
Gazeley, would be run as 
part of historic Plantation 
Stud, on the other side of 
Newmarket at Snailwell, 
which the couple bought 
four years ago. 

Forest Heath District 
Council planners have 
granted permission for 
the new stud farm which 
will include 66 stables in 
five separate yards 
together with barns and 
two houses for stud farm 
workers. 

The couple also own 
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Silver Springs Stud in 
Kentucky which they 
acquired in 2007 and a 
stud farm in North 
Yorkshire. 

Horses owned by 
Plantation Stud are in 
training at Newmarket 
and other racehorse 
centres. The trainers 
include Sir Michael 
Stoute, Sir Mark Prescott, 
Henry Cecil and Peter 
Chapple-Hyam. 

A statement prepared 
for the planning 
application by KWA 
Architects said: “The 
applicants’ stud business 
is a multi-million pound 
enterprise operating at a 
very high level, just below 
that of the main ‘five’ stud 
companies. The Gazeley 
premises are intended as 
an extension of the 
existing stud farm 
operation at Plantation 
Stud in Snailwell and 


hence it has been called a 
satellite facility." 

The architects said that 
more than £25 million 
had already been invested 
at Plantation Stud in 
Snailwell since the 
O’Rourkes bought it in 
2005. 

Plantation Stud, 
formerly owned by Lord 
Howard De Walden, who 
died in 1999, is described 
as being “overstocked” 
with horses on its 220 
acres. 

The new stud at Gazeley 
would be used mainly for 
broodmares and foals. 

“The Plantation Stud 
Group propose to use 
their properties to 
maximise their breeding 
prospects to attain higher 
status within the 
industry,” said the 
architects. 

The new stud farm is 
expected to provide 
around 14 full-time jobs 
and an unspecified 
number of part-time jobs.

More misery as rail strike grows 


RAIL passengers face increased 
disruption after booking clerks 
voted to join other railway workers 
on strike. 

National Express East Anglia 
services from Cambridge to 
London Liverpool Street and to 
Ipswich, via Newmarket, were 
cancelled last Thursday and Friday 
in the first wave of planned two- 
day strikes. 

Members of the Rail Maritime 


and Transport (RMT) union and 
Aslef were due to strike again 
today and tomorrow. 

And the Transport Salaried Staffs 
Association (TSSA) has 
announced that its members at 
National Express East Anglia have 
backed industrial action by a 
three-to-one majority in the 
dispute over pay and conditions. 

Talks are in progress between 
the union and the train operator to 


prevent an escalation of strike 
action. But if they fail to reach a 
resolution, managers could join 
members of the RMT and Aslef in 
striking later this month. 

The 48-hour strike last week 
caused travel chaos for thousands 
of commuters. First Capital 
Connect services from Cambridge 
to London King’s Cross operated 
as normal and many commuters 
switched to those trains.

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Boat owner 
hurt as flames 
destroy craft 

A MAN suffered serious the boat on fire. There were 


burns as a blaze destroyed 
his boat. 

The 30ft wooden river 
cruiser was moored at Old 
School Lane in Upware, 
outside the Five Miles From 
Anywhere pub, when the 
fire broke out. 

The man, believed to be a 
Cambridge University 
professor, was pulled from 
the flames by Geoff Wright, 
whose Golden Merlin boat 
was moored just yards 
away. 

Mr Wright, 52, then called 
the emergency services and 
also alerted the owners of 
the pub, where he works. 

Fire crews from Soham 
and Cambridge arrived just 
after 6.1 Oam on Tuesday 
but the boat was completely 
destroyed by the fire, which 
was accidental. 

The man had burns to his 
arms and received 
treatment from ambulance 
staff before being 
transferred to hospital. 

Mr Wright said: “I just 
heard a bang and thought it 
was another boat hitting 
mine. I looked out and saw 


a lot of flames. 

“I know Steve, he’s a 
Cambridge professor, and 
I’ve been on board the boat 
before. I pulled him away 
and called the fire brigade. 

“I told them it was a 
petrol-driven boat and there 
was gas on board. They 
were very professional.” 

Lorraine Nichols, who 
owns the pub with husband 
David, said: “We are right 
on the river and we heard 
quite a large explosion at 
6.05am. 

“The next thing we knew 
was Geoff Wright shouting 
up to say a boat was on fire. 

“I called the fire brigade, 
but they had already been 
alerted. 

“The man was quite badly 
burned and we hosed him 
down. The boat was not tied 
up so Geoff tied it to a tree. 
Me and my husband then 
moved Geoff’s boat.” 

She said the injured man 
was a frequent user of the 
stretch of the River Cam 
and occasional customer of 
the pub.

Police have refused 
to give more details of 
the attack or confirm 
whether a weapon was 
used. 

The man, in his 40s, 
was initially in a critical 
condition and was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital where he 
remains. 

The woman, in her 
30s, was taken to West 
Suffolk Hospital, Bury 
St Edmunds, with 
serious injuries but 
was allowed home later 


on Friday. 

The car park, 
opposite the town’s 
Tesco store, was 
cordoned off while 
police scenes of crime 
officers checked the 
area. 

A Mercedes ML four- 
wheel-drive vehicle 
remained in the car 
park. 

Staff at the store, 
which is open 24 
hours, said they had 
noticed police activity 
after the incident but 
they were unaware of 


what had happened. 

The four arrested are 
a 25-year-old man and 
a 21-year-old man, 
both from Newmarket 
and two 20-year-old 
women from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Police inquiries are 
continuing.

Training as usual at stables hit by fire 


IT has been business as usual at a 
Newmarket training stables this week 
despite a huge blaze from which eight 
racehorses were led to safety. 

The blaze, which destroyed a stable 
block, was discovered at 7.30pm on 
Tuesday last week and staff at the 
Michael Wigham stables in Hamilton 
Road managed to lead the horses to 
safety. 


More than 40 firefighters tackled the 
fire, with two crews from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire being called in to help. 

Relief crews remained there all night 
monitoring the incident to ensure 
another fire did not break out. 

It is not thought any of the horses led to 
safety suffered smoke inhalation, and the 
stables are continuing to operate. 

A spokesman for Suffolk police said 


they had been involved in diverting 
traffic around the blaze. 

Although the cause of the fire is being 
investigated, it is not being treated as 
suspicious. 

Crowds gathered to see the drama, as 
flames leaped 30ft, just down the road 
from where St Felix Middle School was 
destroyed by fire last year.

JOBLESS young 
people in the Eastern 
region are being 
promised a helping 
hand under a new 
Government cam¬ 
paign. 

Called Backing Young 
Britain, the idea is to 
persuade businesses and 
other organisations to 
team up with the 
Government and create 
thousands of employ¬ 
ment opportunities. 

Ministers have set up a 
£40 million Future Jobs 
Fund to pay for inter¬ 
nships “so that graduates 
and non-graduates can 
get higher quality work 
experience”. 

A mentoring network is 
also being established to 
help young people find 
their feet in the jobs 
market, and 47,000 “youth 
jobs” will be provided for 
those unable to find work 
or training within a year 
of leaving school or 
college. 
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In an exclusive inter¬ 
view with the Weekly 
News, one of the ministers 
promoting the new 
scheme, Chris Mole, 
urged employers in 
Cambridgeshire and 
neighbouring counties to 
make a commitment to 
support the idea. 

He said organisations 
could help by: 

■ Working with a part¬ 
nership to bid for one of 
the 100,000 jobs for young 
people from the Future 
Jobs Fund. 

■ Offering a volunteering 
place or a volunteer 
mentor for school or 
university leavers. 

■ Providing work exper¬ 
ience places to help 
young people learn about 
work, make contacts and 
fill their CV 

■ Considering a young 
person for a job through a 


work trial. 

■ Offering an internship. 

■Providing an apprentice¬ 
ship for a 16 to 24-year- 
old. 

Mr Mole, Parliamentary 
Under Secretary for 
Transport, said: “In 
previous recessions the 
problem has been that 
young people who have 
remained unemployed for 
six months or more have 
found it very hard to get 
into the job market. 

“We want to try to stop 
that happening this time. 

“This scheme will not 
only give young people 
experience of the work¬ 
place, and keep their 
confidence up, but will 
help employers identify 
young people they might 
actually wish to take on.”

A SECOND World War 
veteran has been 
presented with a special 
flag flown for Armed 
Forces Day. 

Ed Rank, 88, from 
Bottisham, who served on 
a Royal Navy 
minesweeping flotilla, 
was handed the flag by 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council at an event to 
honour Britain’s Armed 
Forces. 

Dignitaries at the Shire 
Hall ceremony included 
East of England Minister 
Barbara Follett and the 
Lord Lieutenant of 
Cambridgeshire, Hugh 
Duberly. Mr Rank was 


chosen as the deserving 
veteran to receive the 
flag for his service with 
the D-Day invasion ships. 

He was in charge of 
electrics on HMS 
Qualicum, which cleared 
mines ahead of the D-Day 
landings, and he later 
received the Atlantic 
Medal for mine¬ 
sweeping. 

He said: “It was a very 
dangerous job, but it was 
crucial because we 
needed to protect the 
bigger ships. 

“They were very 
dangerous waters and we 
lost a lot of 
minesweepers. 


“I was one of the lucky 
ones to survive. 

“But I don’t consider 
myself a hero - the 
heroes are ones lying 
under crosses in 
Normandy.” 

Council chairman Cllr 
Linda Oliver, who 
presented him with the 
flag, said: “There is no 
doubt that D-Day would 
never have happened if it 
hadn’t been for the skill 
and bravery of people like 
Mr Rank and his navy 
colleagues. 

“I am delighted that he 
has accepted our Armed 
Forces Day flag.”

TV helped in 
burglar hunt 


A BURGLAR who 
committed nearly 50 
burglaries including 
one on the home of 
Lord and Lady Fair- 
haven near New¬ 
market has been 
jailed for eight years. 

Peter Sonny Martin 
O’Halloran, 34, of no fixed 
address, is believed to 
have netted property 
worth up to £750,000 in a 
crime spree across 
southern and eastern 
Britain, including Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Suffolk, 
between 2004 and 2007. 

O’Halloran was sen¬ 
tenced at Gloucester 
Crown Court last week 
after being caught in 
Wandsworth in February 
after an appeal on the 
BBC’s Crimewatch pro- 
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gramme following a 
nationwide manhunt led 
by Gloucestershire Con¬ 
stabulary. 

He had previously 
pleaded guilty to nine 
counts of burglary. 

His targets included one 
home in Dullingham and 
another offence of trans¬ 
ferring criminal property. 

He also admitted a 
further 38 burglaries, 
which were taken into 
consideration when sen¬ 
tencing him. 

One of them was a raid 
on Kirtling Tower, the 
home of Lord and Lady 
Fairhaven, in which rare 
antiques and racing mem¬ 
orabilia worth hundreds of 
thousands of pounds were 


stolen in November 2006. 

At the time of his arrest, 
O’Halloran had been 
wanted for almost two 
years, both on recall to 
prison for breach of 
licence conditions and for 
questioning in relation to a 
series of burglaries across 
southern and central 
England. 

A national media appeal 
was made for information 
about him and he was 
listed on Crimestoppers’ 
Most Wanted website and 
also featured on the BBC’s 
Crimewatch. 

Det Sgt Dave Doherty, 
who led the investigation 
for Gloucestershire Con¬ 
stabulary, said: “This arrest 
and subsequent con¬ 
viction is a perfect 
example of the excellent 
co-operation that exists 
between constabularies.” 


999 staff win praise for commitment 


AMBULANCE staff were praised as “mag¬ 
nificent” at the annual meeting for the 
region’s service. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service, which has a key station in 
Cambridge, held its annual meeting in 
Chelmsford. The meeting heard how the 
service responded to more than 640,000 
emergency and GP urgent calls in the last 
financial year, and that the patient trans¬ 


port service carried out in the region of 
one million journeys. 

Maria Ball, trust chairman, said: “Our 
staff have been magnificent during the 
past year, facing the constantly increasing 
demand on the 999 service and the 
challenges thrown at us by Mother Nature.

Council boss wins award for transport work 


ONE of Cambridgeshire’s 
council bosses has been 
honoured for his efforts in 
tackling the county’s trans¬ 
port problems. 

Brian Smith, executive 
director of environment 
services for Cambridgeshire 
County Council, has won a 
lifetime achievement award 
as part of the National 
Transport Awards, set up to 
recognise people who are 
“making a real difference to 
transport across the coun¬ 
try”. 

Mr Smith has just comp¬ 
leted a year as president of 
CSS - the County Surveyors’ 


Society - the body for 
senior local government 
officers which seeks to 
influence the Government 
and other bodies on 
transport, planning, waste 
and economic development 
issues. 

Under his guidance, the 
county council has also 
won numerous awards 
itself, including the 
prestigious Transport 
Authority of the Year - 
twice, in 2001 and 2007. 

He has steered many 
changes in transport 
around the county in his 13 
years as director, including 


helping to win Cycle 
Demonstration Town status 
for Cambridge, which will 
bring more than £7 million 
of investment in cycling 
facilities. 

He has also spearheaded 
the creation of the city’s 
park and ride network, 
which now provides four 
million bus journeys a year, 
and the building of the 
guided busway. 

The citation for Mr 
Smith’s award praised him 
for his inspired leadership, 
drive and commitment to 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. The award panel 


said that without him, 
many of the positive 
initiatives and ratings that 
his authority had received 
would not have happened. 

He said: “It has been a 
great privilege to lead the 
environment services over 
the last 13 years, and I have 
been very fortunate to be 
supported by an excellent 
top team and hard working 
staff.

Time for tea and a coveted award 



A TRIAL 20mph speed 
limit scheme will put 
people off shopping in 
Soham, councillors 
claim. 

Worried district councillors 
fear reducing the speed limit in 
parts of the town will have 
negative effects on both the 
economy and pollution. 

The concerns have been 
raised just a fortnight after 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s highways team approved a 
trial. 

As part of a countywide init¬ 
iative for reducing casualties, 
the roads affected are High 
Street, Market Street, Church- 
gate Street and White Hart 
Lane. 

Soham was chosen to trial 
the project for East 
Cambridgeshire, after similar 
schemes in cities such as 
Portsmouth and Newcastle 
proved to be successful. 

In Cambridge, the 20mph 
zone will be trialled in Wulfstan 
Way, and in an area bordered 
by the inner ring road and the 
river.

centres will also test the policy. 

But Cllr Mark Duckworth, 
one of Soham South’s two 
councillors on the district 
council, said the scheme could 
put people off coming into 
Soham town centre. He 
thought 20mph was too low. 

“This scheme could be a 
catastrophe for Soham’s town 
centre in that it could put 
people off coming into the 
town. 

“If people have to brake all 
the time, on top of having to go 
over the ever-increasing 
number of speed bumps the 
town has, it can only be a put- 
off.” 

The scheme, which is also 
being launched in Histon and 
Linton, must be delivered 
within a budget of £17,000, 
which will pay for new signs 
and road markings. 

But Cllr John Humphreys, the 
other Soham South councillor, 
described the whole project as 
a “waste of time”. 

He said: “This can only be a 


bad thing for Soham. We 
already have speed humps of 
every type and chicanes galore. 
They are right the way from the 
BP garage to the High Street 
and they put people off coming 
in. 

“So this 20mph limit is going 
to put even more people off.” 

But Cllr Mac McGuire, 
deputy leader and cabinet 
member for highways at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “Improving road 
safety is a key priority for the 
council. 

“This investment in trialling 
the reduction of some speed 
limits to 20mph is part of the 
council’s commitment to 
reduce accidents and create 
routes where people feel safer. 

“We hope the trial will help 
reduce accidents even further 
and have the knock-on effect of 
encouraging more people to 
use alternative transport such 
as bicycles as they feel traffic is 
slower.” 

He stressed it was a trial and 
the results would be carefully 
studied before any expansion 
of the scheme was considered.

Pioneers help 
rescued bears

A TEAM of vets from 
Kentford has given the 
gift of sight to rescued 
moon bears in China 
thanks to pioneering 
new equipment. 

Claudia Hartley and David 
Donaldson, from the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT) charity, 
travelled to the Animals Asia 
Foundation’s moon bear 
rescue centre in Chengdu to 
perform the innovative and 
life-altering surgery. 

They operated on 10 
animals, extracting cataracts 
and correcting vision in the 
bears, so named due to the 
yellowy-white crescent of fur 
on their chests. 

The animals were rescued 
from bear bile farms, where 
their bile is milked for use in 
Chinese medicines on a daily 
basis. They are often kept in 
coffin-sized cages for up to 25 
years. 

One bear, Snoopy, waited 
six years for sight until the 
AHT team restored her vision.

Claudia said: “On my first 
visit I saw several bears I 
knew I could help. One of 
those was Snoopy - an 
incredibly gentle and 
beautiful bear. 

“However the difficulty of 
getting heavy and 
cumbersome equipment to 
China for the surgeries made

it virtually impossible. 

“This new machine 
changes that. The kit really 
will revolutionise the way we 
can treat eye disease in larger 
animals. 

“I’m excited to think of all 
the animals whose sight we 
can save using this new 
technology - not just in 
Suffolk but across the whole 
world.” 

The technology will also 
change the lives of horses in 
the UK. It makes it possible to 
control equine recurrent 
uveitis, the most common 
cause of blindness in horses. 

Claudia added: “This 
machine will help restore 
sight to many animals. It’s an 
incredible development for 
ophthalmologists across the 

world. 

“We’ve already 
operated successfully 
on bears, lions and 
horses with it. Having it at 
the AHT means we can save 
the sight of many larger 
animals which previously 
would have been blind 
permanently.” 

The AHT has launched a 
Sight for Sore Eyes campaign 
to raise funds to pay for the 

phaco-emulsification 
machine, which 
costs £35,000.

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35 animals left 
without food 


A WOMAN has been 
banned from keeping 
animals for two years after 
being found guilty of 
failing to meet the welfare 
needs of 35 animals. 

Claire McPherson, of Bury 
Road, Newmarket, was also 
ordered to pay £250 costs when 
she appeared for sentencing at 
Wisbech Magistrates’ Court last 
week. 

She had previously denied 
failing to provide the animals 
with an adequate diet and failing 
to provide a suitable environ¬ 
ment, but she was found guilty in 
a case brought by the RSPCA. 

Magistrates found she failed to 
meet the welfare needs of seven 
hens, two rabbits, two guinea 
pigs, a cockatiel, two budgies, 
four hamsters, two rats, four mice 
and 11 cats. 

The animals were removed 
from McPherson’s previous

address in March Road, 
Wimblington, into the care of the 
RSPCA by police officers in 
September 2008. 

They had been left for periods 
of at least 48 hours without food 
and water. 

Four of the hens had no 
ventilation in the outhouse they 
lived in and many of the animals 
and birds were living in very dirty 
conditions. 

One mouse was found in a 
dirty glass cage along with the 
dead bodies of two other mice, 
and nine of the cats were in a 
bedroom which had cat urine 
and faeces on the floor. 

McPherson, 36, had claimed 
that a dispute with neighbours 
had led to her leaving the 
animals. 

RSPCA inspector Jon Knight 


said: “The conditions the 
animals were left in were filthy 
and not at all suitable. They had 
no food or water and when we 
gave them water they all drank 
thirstily. 

“To leave animals in this kind 
of environment with nothing to 
eat or drink is unacceptable. I left 
notices for her to get in contact 
which were ignored. 

“The Animal Welfare Act now 
enables us to take action to 
prevent animals from suffering 
where our advice is not taken.” 

After the case, an RSPCA 
spokeswoman said: “The 
sentence shows that owners 
must take responsibility for their 
pets and not leave them in 
conditions like these. 

“The RSPCA is hopeful that it 
means that any animals taken on 
in the future will have their 
needs properly met.” 


Inquest on pedestrian 

AN inquest has been opened into the death of a 
man in a road accident in Newmarket. 

Ian Edward Petrie, 31, was crossing the High 
Street when he was involved in a collision with a 
large, articulated goods vehicle at 12.45am on 
Friday, June 26. 

Mr Petrie, of Scarlin Road, Bury St Edmunds 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s Hospital where he 
died on Tuesday, July 7. 

The inquest was opened and adjourned at the 
coroner’s office in Bury St Edmunds on 
Wednesday, July 29. 

Three hurt in All crash 

THREE people were injured when a car crashed 
into a hedge. 

The incident happened on the A11 northbound 
near Six Mile Bottom last Wednesday. 

Firefighters were called to the scene at 12.17pm 
with one crew and a rescue vehicle from 
Cambridge, one crew from Burwell and one 
crew from Newmarket attending. 

One person managed to escape from the car 
before the firefighters arrived and crews rescued 
the remaining two people, both of whom had 
head injuries. 

Three ambulance vehicles, an air ambulance and 
an officer in a car went to the incident. Two of 
the casualties were taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital.

£235,000 salary for region’s 
top NHS boss ‘staggering’

TRADE unions and an MP have 
condemned the “staggering” pay award 
handed to the region's top NHS 
executive - giving him a salary of at 
least £235,000 and a pension pot worth 
£2.4 million. 

Sir Neil McKay, chief executive of the Ful- 
bourn-based East of England Strategic Health 
Authority (SHA), saw his salary leap from the 
£215,000-220,000 bracket in 2007/08 to £235,000- 
240,000 last year. 

Comparing the lower ends of the pay brackets, 
the rise in Sir Neil’s pay comes to an inflation- 
busting 9 per cent. 

Some of the rise comes from a performance 
bonus, but the authority said it could not provide 
a figure on the bonus. 

Figures revealed in its draft annual report show 
seven other directors were paid £100,000 or more 
in 2008/09, receiving expenses payments of up to 
£4,000 on top of their salaries. 

The authority does not provide any healthcare 
services. It defines its role as providing “strategic 
leadership” for the region’s NHS. 

Gail Cartmail, Unite assistant general secretary 
for the public sector, said: “These pay awards for 
the top executives of the SHA are staggering and 
show that the authority has entered the 
stratosphere of unreality.” 

Ms Cartmail said the salaries “send out entirely 
the wrong message when public sector 
employees in Cambridgeshire are being told that

cuts to services are on the way”. 

Martin Booth, chairman of the Cambridge 
health branch of Unison, said: “Many of our 
members get less than £20,000 a year and the real 
cost of living for items like food and fuel is 
continuing to rise disproportionately. 

“They will feel very angry and aggrieved at this 
astronomical pay rate and pay rise.” 


Mr Booth said staff at Hinchingbrooke 
Hospital, which the SHA wants to be run as a 
franchise, would be hit by its “plans for extending 
privatisation and outsourcing of services” and 
would be particularly angry at the level of 
salaries. 

David Howarth, MP for Cambridge, said: “In an 
effort to understand if the SHA actually does 
anything worthwhile, I held a meeting with them, 
which just confirmed my view that it serves no 
useful purpose at all. 

“The SHA is a completely pointless, extra layer 
of bureaucracy where some people clearly get 
extraordinarily high salaries. 

“It should be done away with completely.” 

The value of Sir Neil’s pension pot rose to £2.4 
million at the end of the last financial year, 
compared to £1.75 million the previous year. 

The authority said various factors can affect 
the worth of pensions. 

Other big earners in 2008/09 include Dr Paul 
Cosford, the SHA’s director of public health, who 
saw his salary rise to £155,000-160,000 from 
£125,000-130,000 the previous year - a rise of 25 
per cent. 

The authority said that rise was mainly down 
to back payments from a previous job. 

A SHA spokeswoman said: “The salaries shown 
in the annual report also take into account non¬ 
recurrent payments, such as arrears or bonus 
payments, as well as basic salary. 

“No bonuses were paid in 07/08, but were this 
year due to good performance in some key 
areas.” 

The SHA said the rise in directors’ basic pay 
was 2.2 per cent in 2008/09, and was set nat¬ 
ionally. 


Young 999 
hoaxers will 
be prosecuted 


HOAX callers as 
young as 10 will 
face police action 
and prosecution 
as part of a new 
“zero-tolerance” 
approach to prank 
calls. 

Starting this 
week, officers in 
Cambridgeshire 
will pursue crim¬ 
inal prosecutions 
against children 
aged 10 and over 
caught making a 
prank call to the 
fire service. 

The decision 
follows a review of 
procedures at 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary, 
which had pre¬ 
viously recom¬ 
mended prose¬ 
cutions for 
youngsters only 
aged 16 or over. 

The crackdown 
comes after Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice received a 
total of 250 hoax 
calls in the first six 
months of the year 


- almost nine a 
week - putting 
lives at risk and 
costing taxpayers 
thousands of 
pounds. 

Of the 250 calls 
received, 75 were 
from mobile 
phones, 12 were 
from land lines 
and the remaining 
163 were from 
telephone kiosks 
or members of the 
public smashing 
“break glass” 
alarms when there 
was no emer¬ 
gency. 

Those prose¬ 
cuted for making 
hoax calls could 
face a fine of 
£5,000 or a six- 
month prison 
sentence.

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Once petrified of English lessons, 
stammerer is now teaching them

L ooking down 
at the book, his 
mouth dry, 
Robert Coe felt 
physically sick. A 
teenager, in the 
midst of studying 
for exams, he was 
sitting in an English 
lesson. And he’d just 
been asked to read 
aloud. 

“That was the worst 
thing. Absolutely the 
worst thing,” remembers 
Robert, shaking his head. 
“I was scared stiff of 
English for that exact 
reason: because there 
was always a chance I’d 
be asked to read. 

“It would take me 
about a minute to read 
one sentence. And the 
other kids used to take 
the mickey out of me, the 
way kids do ... it got to 
the point where I didn’t 
want to speak at all. 

“I became more and 
more introverted. To be 
honest, by the time I was 
161 hated my whole life: 

I hated my life because 
of my stammer.” 

Robert, who lives in 
Cambridge, has 
stammered ever since he 
learned to talk. At times, 
he says the condition has 
been crippling. 

To see Robert now- 
chatting away to his two- 
year-old daughter,

Natasha, while wiping 
chocolate spread off her 
hands - it’s clear he has 
learned to live with his 
stammer. And he has 
learned to control it too. 

“I’ll always have it,” 
admits Robert. “But I 
have learned how to 
cope with it now And I 
don’t try to hide it either. 

“One per cent of the 
adult population has a 
stammer: that means 
there are thousands of 
people who stammer in 
Cambridge alone.” 

Robert is the founder 
of a self-help group in 
the city, open to adults 
who stammer. He is also 
a trustee of the British 
Stammering Association 
and a supporter of The 
Dominic Barker Trust; 
set up by Dominic’s 
parents, after he 
committed suicide 
because of his speech 
problems, it funds 
research into the subject. 

“I want to raise 
awareness of 
stammering and the 
impact it can have on 
people,” explains Robert. 
“I also want people to 
know they don’t have to 
deal with it alone: there 
is support and help out 
there.” 

Robert’s stammer 
developed when he was 


two years old, the same 
age Natasha is now. “It 
manifests itself in two 
ways,” he explains. 
“There’s the overt 
stammer: blocking on 
words which, in my case, 
includes me kind of 
locking my jaw And then 
there’s the covert 
stammer: knowing a 
problem word is coming 
up, stopping and 


choosing a substitute... 
that can make your 
speech slow and a bit 
disjointed.” 

Robert particularly 
struggles, he explains, 
with words that start 
with a vowel. But he 
didn’t become self- 
conscious about his 
speech until he started 
school. 

“Kids pick on people 


who are a bit different,” 
says the 39-year-old, 
with a shrug. “They used 
to mimic me and yes, 
that was hurtful.” 

Sent for speech 
therapy at the age of 6, 
Robert’s stammer 
seemed to improve. 

But then, when 
puberty hit, his speech 
started a downward 
spiral. 


“It was at that age 
when everyone starts 
having relationships,” he 
remembers. “Everything 
was changing and my 
stammer started to get 
worse and worse. I 
became very quiet and 
avoided conversations as 
much as I could. 

“That’s when it 
became a psychological 
problem. I had a lot of 


time off school with 
different things; looking 
back, I’m sure I was 
suffering from stress.” 

Robert believes 
stammers begin as a 
physical problem, maybe 
“a slightly dodgy piece of 
wiring in the brain”, 
which, if identified early, 
can be treated 
successfully. He also 
believes that, over time, a 
stammer can become a 
major psychological 
issue - which is far more 
difficult to overcome. 

“By the time I left 
school my whole life was 
determined by my 
stammer,” he continues. 
“Things which other 
people don’t even think 
about were difficult for 
me: I used to hate using 
the phone, for example. 

“I did quite well in my 
O-levels, but I hated 
school so much I left 
before doing 

A-levels. Stammering was 
so central to my life I 
chose to train as a 
draughtsman: I thought 
it would be all drawing 
and no talking.” 

Referred for more 
therapy, Robert then 
learned to slow his 
speech right down, 
starting by saying a single 
syllable at a time. His 
stammer improved and, 
his confidence buoyed, 
Robert decided to apply 
to university. 

He says his time in

STAMMERING is 
characterised by “stoppages 
and disruptions in fluency 
which interrupt the smooth 
flow and timing of speech”. 

Speech may sound forced, 
tense or jerky. People who 
stammer may avoid certain 
words or situations which 
they know will cause them 
difficulty. 

It is not known what 
causes stammering but 
research seems to suggest 
that a combination of factors 
is involved; genetics are 
relevant at least in some 
cases. Stammering is not 
simply a speech difficulty but 
is a serious communication 
problem. For the child or 
adult who stammers it can 
undermine their confidence 
and self-esteem, and affect 
their interactions with others 
as well as their education 
and employment prospects. 

It is widely accepted that 
5 per cent of children under 
the age of five will go 
through a phase of 
stammering at some stage in 
their speech and language 
development. Up to a quarter 
of these children are at 
serious risk of developing 
chronic stammering (which 
may persist into adulthood 
without intervention during 
the pre-school years). 

Figures on stammering in 
adulthood show that 1% of 
the adult population 
stammers - that's around 
459,000 adults in Britain. 
Between three and four men 
stammer for every woman 
who stammers.

Hull, where he studied 
leisure management, was 
“brilliant”; his confidence 
growing all the time, on 
graduation he set off to 
travel the world - 
spending a year in the 
States, a year in Australia 
and two years in Europe. 

While living in Spain, 
unable to speak the 
native tongue, Robert 
took the only job he could 
find - as an English 
teacher. And, to his 
surprise, he loved it. 

“Teaching foreign 
students, I had to speak 
slowly and pronounce 
every word really 
carefully,” he explains. “It 
was good for me.” 

On returning to 
England, in 1997, Robert 
moved into marketing. 
Although he spent a 
decade in the job, he now 
says it wasn’t the career 
for him. 

“I met Samantha, my 
wife, in 2004,” continues 
Robert. “But as my family 
life got better and better, 
my professional life 
became worse and worse. 

“In the end I spoke to 
my GP about it; my GP 
sent me to a counsellor.” 

Encouraged by his 
counsellor, Robert 
decided to return to 


teaching English as a 
foreign language; after 
retraining, he found a job 
in Cambridge. “I love it,” 
enthuses Robert. “I’d say 
that’s one of my biggest 
achievements: I used to 
be petrified of English 
lessons, and now I teach 
them.” 

A keen writer, Robert 
also works for Local 
Secrets in Cambridge - a 
role which involves 
attending football 
matches, doing 
restaurant reviews and 
even conducting 
interviews. “As a teenager, 
I would never have 
believed I could do all 
this,” adds Robert, with a 
smile. 

After quitting 
marketing, in 2007, 

Robert took an intensive 
speech therapy course in 
London. As well as 
learning practical tips, 
such as breathing 
techniques, he realised 
the benefits of group 
therapy. 

“It was great to be in a 
room full of people who 
understood,” he says. 
“Stammering is described 
in terms of an iceberg: 
the bit you see, blocking 
on words, is just the tip of 
the iceberg - the rest, the 


anxiety, the stress of 
trying to avoid certain 
people and situations, is 
all hidden under the 
surface.” 

Robert went on to set 
up the Cambridge Self 
Help Group for Adults 
who Stammer: meeting 
once a month, at 
Chesterton Health 
Centre, it now has some 
40 members. 

Robert has also just 
completed a sponsored 
10k run in aid of the 
Stammering Association: 
so far he’s raised £400. His 
work for the association 
includes plans, supported 
by Education Secretary 
Ed Balls, to develop an 
early intervention 
strategy to help young 
children who stammer. 

Robert’s life is, he says, 
happier now than ever. 
He’s got a job he loves, a 
family he adores and is 
passionate about all his 
volunteer work. 

“I’ve learned so much,” 
concludes Robert. “I’ve 
learned that things do get 
better; there is help out 
there. 

“And I’ve also learned 
not to reflect too much 
on the past, but to live for 
the present - and look to 
the future.”

Police slammed 
for list of failures 


OFFICERS laughed at CCTV 
footage of a man bashing his 
head against a cell wall, a 
damning report has re¬ 
vealed. 

Inspectors found a raft of failures 
by the Cambridgeshire force, 
including DNA samples left in a 
police fridge alongside a half-eaten 
takeaway meal. 

The report into the force’s 
custody arrangements showed 
widespread failures to properly 
manage DNA material, including 
case evidence. 

Inspectors discovered old blood, 
urine and other forensic materials 
that were not properly stored in 
fridges and freezers. 

The joint inspection by the 
police and prison inspectorates 
also criticised wider failures to 
ensure the safety of suspects in 
cells. 

A swastika carved into the wall of 
a cell was left up for months and 
only painted over when inspectors 
complained. 

The inspection team also saw a 
group of officers laughing while 
watching a drunken inmate 
smashing his head on a cell wall on 
CCTV 

One police staff member told 
inspectors: “We are overdue a 
death in custody. We will learn 
lessons from it and move on.”

But the most severe criticism 
was reserved for failures in 
handling forensic material. 

Inspectors found samples stored 
with “unsealed foodstuffs”, 
including frozen raw meat 
alongside frozen congealed blood - 
raising the risk of contamination. 

The report stated: “Fridges in 
most suites were full of forensic 
samples that had not been dealt 
with and there was widespread 
evidence of systemic failings in the 
handling, storing and destruction 
of forensic and DNA samples. 

“The situation was highly 
unsatisfactory, with potential 
failings to bring offenders to justice 
and cases being unnecessarily 
discontinued by the Crown 
Prosecution Service as a result of 
police failings. 

“This raised the prospect of 
miscarriages of justice and had 
serious implications for the 
administration of justice and 
maintaining public confidence in 
forensic or DNA evidence.” 

Overall standards of custody 
arrangements were “very weak”. 
Staff were not properly trained, 
and appeared uncaring and 
unprofessional. 

Some detainees were not fed for 


more than 12 hours, cells were 
found in a “dangerous” state of 
disrepair and some had “ligature 
points” from which inmates could 
hang themselves. 

Police officers ignored or muted 
alarm bells from cells. 

Dame Anne Owers, chief 
inspector of prisons, said: “This 
independent inspection of the 
police custody suites of 
Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
exposed considerable shortfalls in 
many aspects of strategic 
management and service delivery. 

“Urgent improvement was 
required to bring these suites up to 
a satisfactory standard.” 

fohn Feavyour, Deputy Chief 
Constable, said: “Most of the 
recommendations in this docu¬ 
ment we have accepted, and many 
we have already implemented in 
full. 

“The people of Cambridgeshire 
can be reassured that this report 
gives a view of how some things 
were nine months ago, and not 
how they are today.” 

He said the force had apologised 
for not promptly removing the 
swastika. Most of the samples in 
fridges were from people who had 
been eliminated from inquiries. 

He said criticisms of disres¬ 
pectful or uncaring attitudes had 
caused “great distress”.

month. The amount was 
matched by the town 
council which selected the 
hospice as the charity to 
benefit from the collection. 

This year’s carnival 
was the best-attended 
with more than 6,000 
people watching events at 
the racecourse after the 
High Street parade.

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Asia among top 
bands at rock 
extravaganza 


EIGHTIES supergroup Asia will 
be among the headliners at this 
week’s Cambridge Rock 
Festival. With more than 100 
bands playing across three 
stages, it’s set to be the city’s 
biggest - and best - rock 
festival yet. 

“We’ve got a great line-up,” says 
stage manager Mark Ablewhite. 
“There’s everything from big names, 
like Asia, to brand new bands that are 
just starting out. There’s classic rock, 
prog rock, blues... areal range.” 

Opening today, for a special taster 
night, the festival runs until Sunday. 
Taking place at Haggis Farm Polo 
Club, Barton, the attractions include 
more than live music: there will be a 
campsite, craft stalls, art workshops 
and an impressive food and drink 
area (boasting more than 70 real 
ales). 

But the star attraction will, says 
Mark, be the Sunday night set by 
Asia; founded in 1981, the group 
found fame with chart-toppers like 
Heat of the Moment. The band is 
appearing with its original line-up, 
including former Yes musicians Steve 
Howe and Geoff Downes. 


Mark, a confirmed rock fan, says 
there are treats in store from some of 
the lesser-known acts too. At the 
tender age of 18, for example, blues 
guitarist Oli Brown is already winning 
rave reviews: Classic Rock magazine 
called him “one of the best and 
brightest guitar heroes performing in 
the world today”. Oli, who’s toured 
with the likes of John Mayall, will play 
the rock fest tonight. 

Two big bands - Jefferson 
Starship and Quicksilver Messenger 
Service - dropped out of the festival 
after cancelling all their UK tour dates. 
So, in a change to the original 
programme, festival-goers can see 
Uriah Heep, the band known 
affectionately as “The Beach Boys of 
heavy metal” - along with The 
Quireboys, Pete Brown, Never the 
Bride, Stray, Juicy Lucy and Phoenix. 

Now in its sixth year, organisers 
say the festival has become a must 
for rock fans; people travel from all 
over the globe to attend. “We’ve got 
people coming from Finland, 
Germany, Greece and Japan,” adds 
Mark. “Over the four days thousands 
of people will come along. And 
there’s always a great atmosphere: in 
all the years we’ve been going, 
there’s never been any trouble.” 


Cambridge Rock Festival was 
founded in 2004, after music fan 
Dave Roberts spotted a gap in the 
market. “We had the folk festival for 
folk music and the Secret Garden 
Party for more contemporary bands,” 
explains Mark. “Dave’s idea was for a 
local festival for rock - and that’s 
how the Cambridge Rock Festival 
started.” 

The festival now has three all- 
weather stages: alongside the main 
stage, there’s a blues stage and an 
alternative area, which will have a 
different theme each day. 

“As a friend of mine said, there are 
only two types of music at the end of 
the day: music you like and music 
you don’t,” says Mark, whose band, 
classic rock act Joker, will play 
tomorrow. “And, from big names to 
new acts, there’s going to be some 
great stuff at the Cambridge Rock 
Festival.” 

■ A pass for all four days of the 
festival costs £89. Tickets to tonight’s 
taster event cost £15, a day pass for 
tomorrow costs £25 and day passes 
for Saturday and Sunday are priced 
£35.

TEN years since Wallace Wareham 
formed the Newmarket Millennium 
Youth Theatre the group is going 
strong. 

This week, along with his highly 
professional and dedicated 
technical staff, he pulled off a 
spectacular show worthy of any 
West End stage at the King’s 
Theatre in Newmarket. 

Fame Forever - conceived by 
David De Silva, from the book and 
lyrics by Ben H. Winters, with 
music by Steve Margoshes, takes 
up from where the original Fame left 
off, but 20 years down the line, at 
New York's famed LaGuardia High 
School of Music and Art and 
Performing Arts. 

The 20th school reunion brings 
most of the students from '84 
together and the ghost of Carmen 
Diaz, still 18, also returns to the 
school to discover how life and time 
have passed her by. 

These young people throw 
themselves into this show from the 
first second, in every dance routine, 
and with choreography by Jessica 
Clifford and Andy Thorpe, the 
synchronisation and pace has been 
perfected. Most of the numbers are 
fast and furious, but with a delicate 
and beautiful rain sequence. 

It is always so interesting to 
watch the young actors grow and 
blossom, and such is the case with 
Alexa Daish, who takes on the role 
of the spirit of Carmen Diaz. She is 
powerful and her voice has matured 
wonderfully. 

The finale belongs to the whole 
company, but especially to her, with 
the never-ageing Fame. It can also 
be said for Fern Wareham as Ms

Serena Katz, and her duet with Sam 
Mackrill (the smooth Nick Piazza) is 
so cleverly executed. Sam Mackrill, 
along with Reggie Chamberlain-King 
(the spirit of Michael Peters) have 
stage maturity beyond their years. 

There is such power and yet 
quality in the acting and singing of 
Dani Scharpf and Leonora Selby as 
Vanessa and Georgia, with a superb 
sequence of Everybody wants to be 
Maria, and also The miracle is me. 
Tom Bunting as J.J. Byrd has a fine 
quality to his voice and acting 
ability. NMYT can boast of some 
extremely versatile actors, in 
particular Stella Frangleton as Ms 
Greta Bell, with a silky smooth vocal 
quality, along with Hendrik 
Koopmans, who seems to pop up 
everywhere and in particular in 
2014 and also Stefan Stavrakakis 


who is excellent with the Latin 
American accent of Mr Ramon 
Garcia. 

The almost jelly-like body 
movements from Louis Williams as 
Tyrone Jackson are amazing and he 
and Gemma Hunt, as Iris, are a 
great stage partnership.

The important ingredient of the 
music was in the hands of musical 
director Craig Sayers, with Simon 
Pearce as sound design engineer.

GARDENING 


Plant summer bulbs 
which stay the course 


L ate summer-flowering 
bulbs such as dahlias, 
fcrocosmias and lilies 
bring a burst of colour in 
the borders when a lot of 
other plants are past their 
best. 

However, their maintenance 
can become a chore in the 
autumn, when many will need to 
be dug up and stored until next 
year. 

Busy gardeners may not have 
the time or the inclination to dig 
up bulbs, clean and dry them off 
and store them in a frost-free place 
until next year. 

However, there are summer¬ 
flowering bulbs which are happy 
to stay in the ground and will 
perform in subsequent years, says 
Miek Stap, consultant at the 
Netherlands Flower Bulb 
Information Centre. 

Truly perennial bulbs include 
lilies, Anemone coronaria, 
crocosmia, liatris and Commelina 
coelistis. 

“Most of these bulbs are sun 
lovers,” Stap says. “Plant them in 
spots where there is a lot of sun 
during at least three-quarters of 
the day.” 

Lilies like ‘cold feet’ in summer, 
so they perform better when they 
are mixed in a border planting 
where other plants cover the 
ground. Plant them with 
companions with heavy foliage 
such as Alchemilla mollis and 
heuchera. 

Anemone coronaria and 
Commelina coelistis are also both 
sun lovers. They prefer the soil to 
be warmed up easily and therefore

need to be planted in a more 
solitary setting, but will soon fill 
up the border and give a good 
flower display. 

If the ground is too cold in early 
spring, they will have trouble 
emerging. 

Crocosmia is a very easy plant, 
but is also quite invasive, so be 
careful where you plant and which 
variety you choose. In more 
organic and moisture-retentive 
soil, the plant will grow large 
leaves but bear fewer flowers, so 
they don’t need much watering - 
the drier the ground, the more the 
plant flowers. Liatris also prefers 
drier, less rich soil. 

Other bulbs which may come 
back depending on the winter rain 
and snow include Gladiolus 
calianthus, canna, crinum, 
eucharis, Nerine bowdenii, tigridia 
and Zantedeschia aethiopica. 

“All these bulbs return better 
when the soil remains dry in 
winter time,” says Stap. 

There are ways to improve the 
chances of bulbs left in the ground 
to repeat-flower in subsequent 
years. 

“Plant the bulbs a little deeper 
than the packaging says, although 
they will take a little longer to 


come up in the first year’s season 
as the soil stays cold longer on a 
deeper level,” she says. 

“If you are not harvesting the 
bulbs in autumn and you would 
like them to return next summer, it 
is important that they have 
nutrients - nothing special, regular 
fertilising of your summer borders 
will do.” 

Allow leaves and stems to die 
down naturally, because if you cut 
them down it often disturbs the 
growing process for next year’s 
bulbs. 

Those that don’t die down until 
heavy frosts appear, such as canna 
and crinum, should be covered 
with leaves or straw to protect 
them over the winter. 

Of course, if you want your 
dahlias, begonias and gladioli to 
survive the winter without having 
to dig them up, the answer could 
be to grow them in containers and 
just put the pots containing the 
bulbs in a frost-free shed or cool 
greenhouse for the winter. There, 
they will become completely dry 
without any work involved. 

If the plants have had plenty of 
feed in late summer, it will give 
them a strong base for next year. 

Most will need to be repotted in 
fresh compost in spring, apart 
from nerines, crinums and 
amaryllis belladonna, which don’t 
like to be tossed around and 
should be left unless they have 
grown too big for the container. 

And remember, summer bulbs 
in containers will need warmth to 
get started again, so don’t put them 
out too early next year. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH: Lily 

These beautiful, fragrant 
summer-flowering bulbs produce 
large, flared trumpet flowers in an 
array of colours just when the 
garden may be running out of 
steam in mid-summer. Some can 
grow really tall, giving them extra 
prominence in a busy border. 

Grow them in pots on the patio 
or plant them in the border. If you 
can never remember where you 
planted your bulbs from year to 
year, place pots of lilies where 
space is available in the border, 
then you can move the pot when 
they have finished flowering. 

One of the best is Lilium regale, 
which grows to one metre, carrying 
narrow, dark-green leaves and 
large white blooms, flushed gold in 
the throat and purple pink on the 
outside of the peals. 

Another stunning type is the L 
‘Stargazer’, which is hardy, 
extremely fragrant and has 
distinctive hot pink blooms edged 
in white that face the sky. These 
lilies make excellent cut flowers 
and will lift any room in the home. 

Lily bulbs should be planted 15- 
20cm apart, at least three times 
their depth. 

Lay the bulbs on their sides 
when you plant them in early 
spring, to stop water becoming 
lodged between the fleshy scales, 
which can rot them. The bulbs also 
hate to dry out, so plant them as 
soon as you buy them. 

Lilies are quite hardy, won’t be 
worried by cold weather and 
should come up year after year.

Used sales ‘strong’ 


USED car values are gaining 
strength, as the summer 
brings unseasonably strong 
demand, according to Glass’s, 
publisher of Glass's Guide to 
Used Car Values. 

Values for smaller cars are 
performing particularly well, the 
publisher states. 

For example, the Fiat Grande 
Punto increased by around 15 per 
cent during June alone. 

Similarly, values for the likes of 
the Peugeot 206 and 207 remain 
very strong, with increases of 5-6 
per cent. 

“Used-car price increases are 
likely to remain a feature of the 
market for much of the rest of the 
year, largely due to stock

shortages,” suggests Jeff Paterson, 
chief car editor at Glass’s. 

Paterson adds that dealers are 
also seeing above-average levels of 
showroom traffic this summer, 
partly as a consequence of holiday¬ 
makers opting to stay in the UK 
rather than go abroad. 

“There is evidence that some 
consumers, choosing to spend 
more of their holiday time in the 
UK, are venturing into used-car 
dealerships in a bid to find a veh¬ 
icle to enjoy the summer in. 

“This trend has brought a boost 
to almost all makes of drop-top 
over recent weeks, but we still 
expect to see values of convertible 
models easing as we progress into 
August. 

“After all, dealers won’t want to 
be holding on to stock just as the 
summer runs out.” 

Paterson says small and lower- 
medium cars are likely to remain in 
demand, ensuring that this end of 
the market remains the strongest 
in terms of residual values. 

Elsewhere, used-car buyers are 
being warned to avoid 'gut 
reactions’ when looking around for 
a small runaround. 

“You might think, ‘I’ll buy a Ford

or Fiat, because it will be cheap’,” 
says Matt Tumbridge, editor of 
Used Car Expert magazine. “Or you 
might think, ‘a Volkswagen because 
it may be expensive, but won’t lose 
much’.” 

These are all reasonable guesses, 
says Tumbridge, but as Used Car 
Expert’s latest depreciation index 
reveals, they can be completely 
wrong, depending on the 
specification choice. 

Here are three picks, based on 
having had a heavy depreciation 
loss over the last J2 months - 
which makes them cheap to buy: 

■ Volkswagen Polo: “Bigger, 
safer and more refined than before, 
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making it 

deservedly one of 
the better small-car 
buys. You will have 
to save up though as 
prices are very firm 
indeed,” advises 
Tumbridge.

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Hypermiling 
- so what Is 
eco-drlvlng? 


IT’S been hailed as the 
equivalent of eating less 
meat and turning the telly 
off stand-by. But in the 
image and speed¬ 
conscious world of 
motoring, there’s nothing 
sexy or fast about 
hypermiling - the so- 
called “art” of eco-driving. 

Perhaps that’s why 
hypermilers (who started off in 
the US and spread their crazy 
ideas across the Atlantic) have, 
to date, been derided as 
boringly eco-conscious car 
owners who prefer their 
granola crunchy and their 
sandals paired with socks. 

But their driving techniques 
had a point: by taking their 
foot off the gas, watching how 
often they slammed on their 
brakes and by coasting rather 
than flying into traffic jams, 
they cut down on their gas 
mileage - some by as much as 
30 per cent. 

Not only do they reduce 
their carbon emissions, they 
save nearly £400 a year on fuel 
costs - a blessing with or 
without a recession. 

And now the UK 
government has cottoned on 
to eco-driving, too. So much 
so, in fact, that hypermiling is 
now part of Great Britain’s 
driving test. 

They call it “driving smart”. 

The idea is simple: just like 
when you ride a bicycle, your 
car operates more smoothly 
and efficiently when it 
maintains its momentum. The

more you stop and start, the 
less fluid mobility you create 
and the slower (and more 
frustrated) you arrive at your 
destination. 

New drivers have been 
touted as the easiest to 
convert into “driving green”, 
says the AA, which offers 
“Drive Smart” courses to help 
road-users cut an average of 
10-15 per cent from their 
annual fuel bill. 

The course consists of two 
one-hour sessions with an AA 
instructor, half devoted to 
driving the way you do 
normally, the other to learning 
how to drive “green”. But be 
forewarned: by driving eco, 
you may cause some ruptures 
among your family and 
friends, who think they “know 
better”. 

The AA put its resident 
driver, Andy Welch, to the test 
to find out if “driving smart” 
was all it’s cut out to be, family 
ruptures and all. 


AA’s tips on saving fuel 


■ Don’t rev the engine 
too hard when you’re 
moving off from 
standstill. 

■ Change gear at 
2,000rpm, or 
2,500rpm on 
motorways. 

■ Use all your car’s 
gears. If you’re not 
stopping anytime 
soon, use fourth and 
fifth. 


■ Anticipate better. 

Roll up to round¬ 
abouts, traffic lights 
and junctions while in 
gear, the aim being to 
not stop unless you 
need to. 

■ Make sure your car 
is well looked after. 
Incorrect tyre pressure 
can lead to poor fuel 
consumption. 

■ Stick to the speed 


limit. Driving just 
5mph over the limit 
can affect fuel 
consumption by 23 
per cent.

SHORT-term pain for 
long-term gain may be the 
only way to describe a 
premature end to Tim 
Gredley’s showjumping 
season on Omelli. 

The Newmarket rider had 
been enjoying a fruitful year 
on the horse, with the 
pinnacle in sight - selection 
for The Alltech FEI European 
Jumping and Dressage 
Championships at Windsor 
Castle at the end of the 
month. 

Gredley, 23, was a 
candidate to be part of the 
Great Britain team in an event 
which would see the 
dressage and showjumping 
championships held at the 
same venue in the country for 
the first time. 

But his hopes and plans 
were ruined at the Hickstead 
Nations Cup, when Omelli 
suffered the recurrence of an 
injury he picked up at 
Olympia, and could not jump 
again at the event. 

And it has forced the 
12-year-old out of the arena 
for a couple of months. 
Gredley said: “It’s a 
two-round competition and he 
got injured in the first round 
and could not jump again. 

“He injured himself at 
Olympia last year at 
Christmas. To be honest, at 
the beginning of the year 
when the horse was off, I 
didn’t think I would have too 
much of a chance as I didn’t 
want to rush him. 

“I’ve had him since I was 
seven and done all the events 
with him, so I want him to be 


around for a bit longer. It’s a 
shame not to have the 
chance to get on the team, 
but for the welfare of the 
horse, he will have two 
months off.” 

Rather than dwell on what 
might have been, Gredley is 
looking to the future, earning 
a place on the Great Britain 
squad for the World 
Equestrian Games in 
Kentucky next year and a bit 
further off, a spot at the 
London Olympics in 2012. 


Omelli is Gredley’s most 
experienced competitor, but 
he is looking to nurture some 
of his younger horses in 
showjumping events over the 
next few years. 

“I have plenty of horses to 
jump in the competition with 
but you have to have a 
certain type of horse for 
competition,” he said. 

“All my other horses are a 
bit young, inexperienced and 
not jumped at that level yet. I 
have a lot of young horses 


that I want to bring on for 
2012. 

“I would not want to say I 
base the whole thing around 
2012 as there are loads of 
competitions coming up. The 
main thing is you have to 
have the horse power. 

“The way I have structured 
the yard is to bring in a lot of 
young horses and have them 
at their peak when they are 
nine, 10,11 and 12 and ready 
for the bigger 
championships.”

Cecil can’t watch on a glorious day for Midday

THERE can be few more popular figures in the 
game than Henry Cecil and the reception 
which greeted Midday after her triumph in the 
Blue Square Nassau Stakes at murky 
Goodwood on Saturday once again proved 
racegoers love nothing more than a big-race 
win for the Newmarket trainer. 

The master of Warren Place had been without 
a Group One win since Light Shift won the Oaks 
in 2007, but in that time there have been plenty 
of near-misses with the likes of Phoenix Tower, 
Twice Over and Midday herself. 

The Khalid Abdullah-owned Oasis Dream filly 
appeared to have missed her chance of success 
at the highest level when just touched off at 
Epsom by Sariska, and then when she was well 
beaten by the same rival in the mud in Ireland. 

However, in dismal conditions for the final 
day of the Glorious Goodwood meeting, Midday 
showed a fine turn of foot to beat favourite 
Rainbow View by two and a quarter lengths. 

However, Cecil admitted: “I nearly pulled her 
out, but I lost my bottle. 

“She doesn’t like it soft but I had seen her 
work well on good to soft, and they were going 
through it. 

“The times of the other races weren’t too bad 
so I took a chance, but then thought ‘God, I have 
done the wrong thing’. 

“I couldn’t watch the race, and felt quite sick. 
But I heard everyone shouting ‘come on Midday, 
come on Midday’, so I knew that we weren’t 
tailed off. 

“Ten furlongs is almost her best trip and we 
may have a look at the Prix de l’Opera.” 

And of the uplifting reception in the winner’s 
enclosure, he said: “I always get one and I don’t 
know why - perhaps they feel sorry for me!” 

Jockey Tom Queally said: “We would have all 
bottled it, but Henry didn’t. I said to him I would 
have pulled her out, but he said ‘if you had been 
riding for 40 years you wouldn’t.” 

Abdullah’s racing manager Teddy Grimthorpe 
said: “This filly really is testament to Henry’s 
genius, and his belief in her.” 

Rainbow View continued her consistent run 
with another Group One-placed finish, and her 
trainer John Gosden said: “We’re happy with her. 
She’s done nothing wrong, the winner was better 


- it’s as simple as that. She’ll keep going over a 
mile or 10 furlongs.” 

Sariska’s trainer Michael Bell is also 
responsible for third-placed Moneycant- 
buymelove, and said: “It was an excellent run 
from a fast-improving filly 

“It was good to see her perform like that at 
Group One level and there is the possibility of 
going for the EP Taylor (at Woodbine) in 
Canada.” 

As for Sariska, she is bound for the Darley 
Yorkshire Oaks later this month before taking 


in the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe in October. “I 
think the Oaks form was really franked with 
the second and fourth running so well,” said 
Bell. 

“Midday thoroughly deserved to win a race 
like that and it was doubly satisfying for us as 
the Oaks form was franked and Moneycant- 
buymelove was placed at Group One level. 

"York is very much the plan with Sariska but 
the Arc is the big plan with her and we’ve tried 
to save some fuel so that she’s fresh and well in 
October.” 


SETA SMOOTH AS SILK 


SETA staked a strong early claim for the 
stanjames.com 1000 Guineas when making an 
impressive debut at Newmarket on Saturday. 

The well-related daughter of Pivotal, trained by Luca 
Cumani and running in the colours of the late Gerald 
Leigh made famous by Gossamer among others, 
swept to an eight-length success in the 
sportingbet.com EBF Maiden Fillies’ Stakes over 
seven furlongs. Stan James, who sponsor the 
Newmarket Classics, originally went 14-1 but soon 
amended that to 12-1, as well as going 16-1 for the 
Oaks. Paddy Power were quickly forced to slash 
Seta’s 1000 Guineas odds from 25-1 immediately 
after the race to 12-1. “Seta means silk in Spanish, 
and we’ve been caught with our pantaloons down,” 
said a spokesman for the Irish bookmaker. 

■ Michael Bell’s Prompter became the first progeny 
of the 2005 Derby winner Motivator to win when he 
put up a convincing performance under Hayley Turner 
in the EBF Maiden Stakes at Chester. 

Turner said: “He was impressive, he did it very easily. 
He is bred to stay further but he must have plenty of 
speed to win over seven furlongs here.” 

■ Ed Dunlop is lining up a crack at the totesport 
Cambridgeshire with Broomielaw following his 
victorious Newmarket return. 

Owned by Lady Ferguson, wife of Manchester United 
boss Sir Alex, Broomielaw - who cost 190,000 gns as 
a yearling - ran out a neck winner on his first start in 
nearly two years and Dunlop is hoping the 
five-year-old will be up to a crack at the autumn 
handicap feature on the Rowley Mile. 

“He has had everything wrong you can imagine and 
many times the owners and I have considered his 
future,” he said. “He has always had a lot of ability 
but has missed a huge amount of time and you could 
never expect him to come back like that.” 

■ Long Lashes could make her debut for Godolphin 
in the skybet.com Sweet Solera Stakes over seven 
furlongs at Newmarket on Saturday. The two-year-old 
filly is reported to have settled in well after being 
bought out of Jessica Harrington’s Irish stables. 

Long Lashes made a highly-promising start to her 
career when landing the Listed Ballygallon Stud 
Stakes over six furlongs at the Curragh in June. She 
was purchased shortly afterwards when the 
long-term objectives for the filly were said to be the 
UAE Guineas and UAE Oaks at Meydan in 2010.
